Our standard braces, Figs. 30, 40 and 50 are made 
with fibre grip and head, which are practically indestructible, and with ball- 
bearing head. Fig. 55 has stained wood grip and head and isa less expensive type,

Chucks 


The Chuck is the essential difference be- 
tween the Russell Jennings bit brace and the 
other makes. The “ Universal Precision ’”’ 
Chuck, Fig. 400, will take either the Russell 
Jennings ‘‘ Precision’? Shank (see page 4) or 
the ordinary bit shank. With this Chuck a 
carpenter may purchase from time to time 
bits having the ‘‘ Precision’? Shank and yet 
use his ordinary tools as long as they last. In 
the construction of this Chuck no castings are 
used. All parts are forged ard accurately 
machined. The chucks may be interchanged 
so that an old chuck may be removed and a 
new one easily substituted.

The Russell Jennings ‘“ Precision’? Chuck, Fig. 500, patented, is especiaily 
designed to take the ‘‘ Precision’’ Shank only. The split bushing, shown above, 
fits the turned shank of the bit, which has a slight reverse taper. Very little 
effort is required to draw up the knurled sleeve. The shank is gripped firmly and 
prevented from pulling out by the reverse taper. The bit cannot turn within the 
chuck because the slotted shank fits over the plate in the bottom of the chuck. 
The advantages of this turned shank are: —first, absolutely perfect and perman- 
ently perfect alignment; second, speed in placing and removing tools; third, 
tight grip with little effort; and fourth, no tendency for the shank to work loose.

To meet the needs for a bit extension which will not 
pull out of the bit brace, nor work loose, and which will 
stay in alignment with the axis of the brace and the bit, 
we have placed our bit extension on the market. This 
extension has our ‘‘ Precision’’ shank, which, when held 
in the “‘ Precision’’ brace-chuck, cannot work loose nor 
wobble. Being a turned surface it gives perfect align- 
ment. The chuck of this extension is also a ‘‘ Precision ”’ 
chuck (see page 8) and a ‘‘Precision”’ bit held in it isin 
perfect alignment from the point of the bit through to 
the head of the brace. This extension is made in five 
different lengths with the following prices:

Expansive Bits 


(Patented) 


The Russell Jennings Expansive Bit is the strongest expan- 
sive bit on the market. The head is solid and designed for 
maximum strength. A passage way formed in the solid head 
takes the cutter which is adjusted by a worm in mesh with 
threads on the cutter, which form a rack. Precise adjustment 
to size is remarkably easy, for the worm gives perfect control 
over very slight movement. The pitch of the adjusting screw is 
such that one complete turn of this screw changes the diameter 
of the hole 1/8-inch. One-half turn of the adjusting screw 
changes the diameter 1/16-inch, and so on. 

“Creeping” of the expansive bit cutter is absolutely pre- 
vented by a clamping screw, which holds the worm and cutter 
firmly in position. 

The Russell Jennings Expansive Bit is made with either 
kind of shank —the Russell Jennings ‘‘Precision’’ Shank or the 
ordinary bit shank. 

The expansive bit with the ‘“‘ Precision’ shank is of special 
value to steam and hot water fitters, for it saves time in placing 
and removing the bit and gives a tight grip with little effort. It 
also saves time in adjusting to size as explained above. The 
Russell Jennings solid head gives abundant strength, and with 
the ‘‘Precision’’ shank there is no danger of its pulling out of 
the chuck.
